This  matter  of  profuse  advertising 
indulged  in  by  candidates  on  the  ex- 
cuse of  “campaigning’’  has  come  to  » 
point  where  it  raises  a vital  question. 
It  is  the  question  presented  by  the 
messages  carried  on  the  face  of  these 
posters,  bills,  banners,  and  pseudo- 
novelties that  actually  hurt  the  eyes 
of  the  students  as  they  pass  through 
the  halls. 

What  meaning,  or  bearing,  have 
these  clever  alliterations  on  names, 
these  general,  vague,  and  colorless 
terms  on  the  campaign  signs,  on  the 
real  vital  concerns  of  student  govern- 
ment? A campaign  should  involve 
issues  and  the  taking  of  sides  on  pro- 
blems confronting  the  cause  of  sti^ 
dent  government:  but  which  one  of 
the  leading  candidates  has  indicated 
that  he  is  cognizant  of  any  issue? 

Then,  might  one  not  ask,  are  they  so 
pitiably  indifferent  to  the  welfare  of 
the  student  body,  or  are  they  as 
equally  so  pitiably  ignorant  of  stu- 
dent government  administration  and 
the  tasks  confronting  student  officers? 

Even  this  late  in  the  campaign  can- 
didates must  realize  that  the  exterior 
honor  of  being  elected  to  a student 
office  is  far  insignificant  by  the  side 
of  the  intrinsic  value  of  knowing  that 
to  be  an  officer  one  is  obligated  to 
shoulder  the  responsibility  of  giving 
free  whole-hearted  and  efficient  ser- 
vice to  his  fellow  students. 

Without  issues  students  elect. 


sometimes  blindly,  sometimes  parti- 
s^ntly,  sometimes  indifferently,  offi- 
cers who,  because  thus  elected,  feel 
little  Or  no  moral  obligation  to  carry 
ing  out  a trust  for  service,  flattering 
themselves  that  they  must  have  been 
elected  primarily  on  popularity. 

On  the  other  hand,  were  issues,  such 
as  the  problem  of  Freshmen  Hazing, 
Student  Government  and  Administra- 
tive Control,  Financing  Student  Ath- 
letics, Debate  Management,  and  other 
Activities,  raised,  the  successful  candi- 
date will  feel  that  he  was  elected  on 
the  strength  of  his  stand  on  the  parti- 
cular issue  and  thus  feel  an  obliga- 
tion to  SERVE  students,  instead  of 
the  illusory  idea  of  merely  being  an 
honored  figurehead. 

A campaign  based  upon  some  vital 
issue  will  then  eliminate  this  senseless 
cluttering  of  the  halls  and  campus 
with  signs  characterising  the  particu- 
lar candidate  in  pretty  phrases,  but 
vague  and  meaningless,  and  save  us 
from  the  possibility  of  electing  officers 
who  seek  honor  in  office,  with  an 
utter  ignorance  of  the  responsibility 
and  duty  involved.

TALKS  TO  H.  S.  CLASSES 


A real  treat  was  afforded  the  junior 
and  senior  theology  classes  Tuesday  at 
which  time  they  listened  to  the  testi- 
mony of  James  W.  L,  McGuire,  one 
of  the  most  prominent  citizens  of 
Hawaii  and  also  a devout  member  of 
the  L.  D.  S.  church.

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GEORGE  COOPER 

One  of  the  most  surprising  and 
and  pleasing  developments  of  this 
present  track  season  is  the  work  of 
George  Cooper,  erstwhile  basketball 
star,  whose  performances  on  the  track 
has  been  good  enough  this  season  to 
win  him  a letter. 

Cooper  went  out  for  track  this 
spring  for  the  first  time  in  his  life, 
and  immediately  made  good.  George 
performs  in  the  100,  220,  and  440  yard 
dashes,  being  especially  a valuable 
man  on  the  relay  team.  Cooper  has 
a naturally  good  stride  and,  being 
powerfully  built  for  running,  he  should 
make  a great  track  star  before  he  n 
through. 

Already  Cooper  has  negotiated  the 
century  in  10  2-5  seconds,  the  220- 
yard  dash  in  22.8  seconds,  and  the  440 
in  52  seconds.  These  times  are  not 
fast  enough  to  allow  George  to  place 
consistently  in  meets,  but  he  proves 
the  most  valuable  in  the  relay  team, 
in  which  event  he  won  his  letter  in 
the  dual  meet  with  Utah  State  at 
Logan  three  weeks  ago. 

By  the  end  of  the  season  George 
Cooper  will  have  developed,  if  his 
improvement  thus  far  is  any  indica- 
tion, into  a dangerous  threat  to  the 
star  sprinters  of  this  conference,  and 
next  season  we  predict  that  Cooper 
will  be  reckoned  with  when  the  dope- 
sters  are  placing  the  firsts  in  dual, 
state,  and  conference  meets. 


VERNON  SCOTT 

Another  “find"  that  has  gladdened 
Coach  Ott  Romney’s  heart  is  Vernon 
Scott,  who  does  his  work  principally 
in  the  weight  events.  But  a sopho- 
more, Scott,  without  high  school  ex- 
perience, is  putting  the  weights  out  to 
good  distances. 

This  season  Scott  has  boosted  the 
shot  out  a distance  of  40  feet  3 inches, 
has  hurled  the  discus  122  feet,  ana 
thrown  the  hammer  133  feet. 

Scott  also  runs  the  high  hurdles  in 
fair  time,  and  is  a good  basketball 
player,  having  been  regular  center  on 
the  Provo  second  ward  team  that  was 
runner  up  to  the  state  champion  in 
the  recent  M Men’s  tournament. 


BEARS  VS.  COUGARS 

When  the  University  of  Californfa 
tennis  teams  perform  here  against  the 
B.  Y.  U.,  and  the  Dixon  brothers  on 
May  24,  the  students  will  have  an  op. 
portunity  to  watch  some  classy  tennis 
exhibitions. 

California  has  always  been  among 
the  foremost  in  producing  national 
and  world  prominent  players  and  thi? 
year’s  Bear  netters  are  representative 
of  the  average  U.  of  C.  teams,  accord- 
ing to  reports  from  Berkeley. 

The  fame  of  B.  Y.  as  the  foremost 
collegiate  tennis  representative  of 
Utah  in  years  gone  by,  attracted  the 
California  coach’s  attention  and  B.  Y. 
U.  was  selected  to  provide  the  Berke- 
ley team  opposition  when  it  stops  off 
in  Utah  on  its  way  east  to  participate 
in  the  national  collegiate  meets.

Old  Man  Weather  has  shown  an
